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A new approach 
on school budget

School officials are taking a new 
approach to coming up with a 
workable budget for FY '93-'94, 

According to Wilmington School 
Committee Chairman Bob Peterson, 
instead of asking department heads 
to bring in thei requests to the 
school board, the committee is 
asking building administrators to 
work with Business Manager Peter 
DeRoeve and two committee 
members to bring in a viable budget 
to the board. 

"The bottom line is the 
administrators are bringing in the 
budget,” said Peterson, calling this a 
form of school based management. 

DeRoeve and committeemen Paul 
Palizzolo and Brad Jackson, 
formerly members of the local 
finance committee, have been 
directed to make cuts where needed 
in order to stay lose as possible 
to last y $12.1 million budget. 
Each building principal will first 
draw up his own budget, reflecting 
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Office, Wilmington Town Hall, no-later 
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that school's needs, and then will 
work with the subcommitice to 
come up with a preliminary budget 
The preliminary budget will be 
presented to the school board "well 
in advance" of the April town 
mecting. Peterson said he hopes to 
finish the "grunt work” on the 
budget by carly March and fine tune 
it right up to the town meeting, 
Peterson expressed confidence in 
Palizzolo and Jackson saying 
someone with that type of 
(financial) background makes a 
difference.” He added, with 
DeRoeve “at the helm,” all three 
men will be up to the formidable 
challenge of crafting a viable 
budget

The recall election has four parts. 
There are recall questions on 
Callan and on fellow school com- 
mittee member Linda McMenimen 
Below that are candidates for 
school committee, in two separate 
races. One race sets Callan against 
former school committee member 
Robert Surran. The other has 
Suzanne Spiris Rooney running 
against McMenimen 

Rooney ran for a seat on that 
board and lost to Callan in 1988 
She had previously been appointed 
to the school committee to fill the 
unexpired term of her late father, 
Mitchell J. Spiris. 

The recall process was adopted 
by the town at a special town 
mecting in 1980, after the 
Wilmington Housing Authority had 
proposed housing projects for 
elderly and low-income persoris on 
the site now occupied by the 
Ristuccia Ice Arena, One attempt 
had been mounted in the mid- 
1980's to recall the entire school 
committee, but was withdrawn 
before the matter went to an 
election,

Incumbents say election will 
reveal much about community

The two incumbents fighting for 
their right to complete terms on the 
Wilmington School Committee said 
Tuesday the February 2 recall 
election will reveal what kind of 
community they live in 

"The election will send a message 
about what kind of town we live in," 
said Linda MeMenimen, a nine and 
a half year veteran of the board 

"If it's the kind of community 
where we want to sweep this (the 
August hazing incident) under the 
rug, then I don't have a place on the 
board," added fellow member Dr 
Shirley Callan, 

Both committee members claim 
those secking their ouster ‘are 
“misusing” the recall legislation 

"The recall election was never 
intended for this purpose - for 
removing someone for her opinion 
or stand on an issue. When my 
opponent said he's running to get 
me off the committee, what does 
this say?” asked Callan, referring to 
former committeeman Bob Surran 

"The petitioners have no merit for 
the recall. Talking to the press is not 
a reason for recall," added 
McMenimen. She maintained the 
law is intended only to remove 
officials who commit a crime or do 
something illegal. 

The two mémbers are facing 
recall because they allegedly 


revealed confidential facts about the 
hazing at the high school football 


camp to the media, They have 
repeatedly denied the charge. Callan 
said she did nothing wrong when 
she made a state’ About one 
player allegedly urinating on 
another, 

"Evidence was presented to me 
that indicated it might have 
happened, accidently or otherwise. | 
couldn't confirm or deny it 


happened,” she said referring to her 
now publicized statement "I won't 
deny that.” 

While Callan will face an election 
inst Surran if voters approve the 
recall, McMenimen will find herself 
running Suzanne Spiris 
Rooney, Rooney also was a member

McMenimen charged if Rooney 
was “truly dedicated,” she would 
wait and run for a seat in the April

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Developers plan affordable homes 


in expansion of earlier development

New homeowners in the Bucking- 
‘ham Estates area off Aldrich Rgad 
‘turned out en masse on Thursday 
‘ night for an informational meeting 
sof the Affordable Housing Task 
‘ Force (AHTF). 
‘| The subject was a proposed deve- 
‘lopment that would see 23 homes 
‘ built on an extension of Bucking- 
‘ham Street. The project would 
‘include. six “affordable” houses, to 
‘ be sold at $94,500 each 

"Most of you know the people for 
whom these houses would be 
built," said Rev. Michael Stotts, a 
member of the AHTF. He said the 
homes would be for younger peo- 
ple, or older people, people now 
living in basements. 

The project would be built under 
Chapter 774, a state law which 
allows developers to bypass local 
zoning ordinances to build low- 
income housing units. In most 
cases, 774 is. used ‘to build 
apartments or condos. 

The proposed project, though, 
would be single family homes. 
Town officials have tried..t0 
encourage the development of 
some low-cost homes to bring up 
the percentage of affordable homes 
in town, Until the town has 10 
percent of its housing designated as 


low-income, developers will be 
able to use Chapter 774 in town. 

The Buckingham project is 
proposed by local developers Peter 
DeGennaro, Lynn Anderson and 
Joe Langone, organized under the 
Thomas Realty Trust. 

DeGennaro built many of the 
homes on Buckingham Street. The 
development could be called a 
"Board of Appeals subdivision,” in 
that developers were able to build 
streets and lots that were laid out in 
the carly 1900's. Instead of a 
subdivision with half-acre lots and 
32-foot-wide streets, Buckingham 
Street has a 25-foot layout and 
20-foot pavement, and 10,000 
square-foot lots. The street was not 
built under planning board appro- 
vals, but instead was approved lot- 
by-lot by the Board of Appeals. 

The land where the proposed 
development would be built is at 
the end of Buckingham Street, and 
is presently zoned R-60. Under that 
zoning, the developers would be 
able to build probably four to six 
homes. 

In taking the 774-route, they have 
to agree to build 25 percent of the 
homes’as "affordable." But they 
can build 23 houses instead of six. 
What they lose in price, they more 
than make up in volume. 


In order to fit 23 homes into the 
project, lots as small a, 7500 feet 
are proposed. The largest lot 
would be 30,000 square feet. 

That reduced lot size was the, 
subject of many complaints from 
residents at the hearing. "We're all 
worried about property values," 
said Lou Martignetti, "There are a 
lot of houses being jammed into a 
small area." 

Others objected to having people 
buy homes at a lower price. One 
woman said that she and her 
husband had been able to buy their 
home because. she is working. If 
she should stop working later, they 
would be in the income range for a 
low-income home. 

The residents were also con- 
cerned that the onty access to the 
new section would be via Bucking- 
ham Street. The finished street 
would be 1600 feet long. 

The crowd of residents all spoke 
against the development. One man 
in the back row at one point mimed 
a violinist as a member of the task 
force spoke 

Health director Greg E 
member of the task force 
the developers had made some 
substantial improvements to the 
plans. Instead of building narrow 
streets with a dead-end, the 
developers are proposing cul-de-

Erickson said that the advantag 
would be that the streets and cul- 
de-sacs would allow turning of fire 
equipment, 

The wheels are not yet in motion 
on the hearing process.: The 
Affordable Housing Task Force 
will first hold a hearing. After the 
developers apply for a comprehen- 
sive permit, the Board of Appeals 
will then hold a hearing. That pro- 
cess would incorporate all local 
approvals except conservation. 

One cloud on the horizon for the 
project is the possibility that the 
state might adopt-a new septic 
system code before the project is 
built. The current prdposals for 
that new code would ‘only allow 
septic systems on lots of at least 
one acre. There is no public sewer 
in the area.

# trial, and that as Shirely Callan faces an angry jury she is 

portraying the recall election as a vote on hazing, a yes or no 
# on the abuse of kids. 

But "no one condones hazing" said Surran: Instead, the 
former board member makes his case that the election is about 
one issue, "whether Shirley Callan can be allowed to lie to the 

| public and humiliate and embarass every student in the 
Wilmington school system without retribution.” 

Surran said a report issued by \the Wilmington Police 
Department failed to corroborate statements Callan made to 
the press. Callan charged that Wilmington High School 

# football players urinated on other team members as part of an 
alleged hazing incident at summer football camp in 1992. 

"She knowingly released false information to the public 
regarding the Wilmington football camp hazing incident," said 
Surran. "To hide her guilt, Mrs. Callan has tried to confuse 
the.voters into thinking this election is a referendum on 
hazing, when it is not." 

There's little doubt since Monday's edition of the Lowell Sun 
that Callan is painting the election this way. In the Monday 
night. edition of the regional newspaper, Callan was quoted as 
saying, "If they vote me out then they want a town where child 
abuse would be swept under the rug.” 

Leaders of the recall responded quickly to Callan’s comment. 
Kathy Gillis described the remark as, "lower than pond scum 
and an insult to parents" and that it is "outrageous" to suggest 
that supporting the recall can be equated to any form of child 
abuse. "I've never met anyone who condones hazing or child 
abuse and Shirely knows that," said Gillis. "The issue here 
revolves around Callan's lies about our children. She abused 
them by lying about them." 

Local political observers increasingly view Callan as the 
more vulnerable.of the-two imgumegnts‘up for recall, which 
may cxplain her sirategy. inthe election... Unlike-bersellow 
colleague under fire, Linda McMenimen, Callan has done a 
simply marvelous job of adding to her enemies list as the years 
roll by. 

Pushing his case against her like an indictment, Surran said 
that Callan's entire political history has revolved around 
"constant controversy” and that this latest incident is the last 
straw for an electorate empty on forgiveness. "If you go back 
to the library board of trustees the controversy started then,” 
said Surran, teferencing Callan's stormy introduction to local 
politics when her actions on a traditionally sleepy board 
triggered the mass resignation of all the members. 

School board members have shown more stamina, but all 
have suffered the Callan bite according to Surran. He points 
to a constant flow of "baseless" accusations against school 
officials and numerous complaints Callan has filed with the 
district attomey's office. Surran called it evidence that the 
embattled board member has an uncontrollable passion to 
generate controversy from minutia, but can't understand "what 
her motivation is." He said, "I can't even speculate because it 
would appear in print," 

Surran is a 19-year Wilmington resident who has his roots in 
South Tewksbury were he grew up. An employee of New 
England Telephone, Surran advocates reducing the size of the 
school committee to five members in an effort to make issues 
and even personalities more manageable. 

Friends describe Surran as a dedicated community member 
who's passion is not for controversy but for town athletics. 
"He's a caring individual who's entirely devoted to kids,” said 
John DeMatco, a former Surran colleague who knows the 
candidate best for ten years of youth soccer. “He's a tireless 
worker especially when the cause is just." Those sentiments 
were echoed by Kathy Gillis, the leader of the recall 
movement, who called Surran "one of the most kid oriented 
people I know,” Gillis said Surran is tireless in his devotion to 
youth activities. "I'm amazed at just how much time he puts in 
for activities dedicated to kids.” 

Surran is a strong candidate because his base of support is 
motivated to vote on February 2, a special election which can 
be expected to draw a typically low tumout. His candidacy is 
most intriguing because of the striking contrast between him 
and his opponent. Callan, a graduate of the take-no-prisoners 
school of politics, has quite piously described herself as the 
“conscious of Wilmington” ready to battle the establishment. 
Call her a whistleblower and she'll probably say thank you 
very much. 

Surran is as different from Callan as he looks; laid-back and 
soft-spoken, He enjoys a high level of popularity in the 
community which can be attributed to his less aggressive 
demeanor. He's clearly the more relaxing of the two. Surran

The big dig

If you think driving in mall 
parking lots during Christmas was 
the ultimate driving challenge, you 
are mistaken. The reconstruction 
of the Central Artery will try the 
patience and skill of any driver 
dealing to venture into Boston. 

Commonly referred to as the 
"Big Dig,” the six billion dollar 
project includes 7 1/2 miles of 
roadway and a third tunnel to 
Logan Airport. 

Unlike the Boston Harbor 
Cleanup, the federal government 
will pick up 87 percent of the tab 
and the state pays the remainder. 
The MWRA project puts over 95 
percent of the cost on the rate 
payers. 

The impetus for the 
reconstruction was the inadequacy 
of the elevated Central Artery to 
handle today's traffic and 
projections: that there would be 15 
hours of daily traffic jams by the 
year 2000. Anyone who has sat on 
the lower deck of Route 93 on a 
Monday morning counting rivets in 
the girders can attest to the traffic 
overload. ; 

The Central Artery was built 
during the 1950s and was quickly 
obsolete. Designed to handle 
75,000 vehicles a day, current 
measurements indicate the average 
number is three times the original 
design. 

The design and planning of the 
current project began 20 years ago. 
Since then, it has moved through a 
complicated process of 
environmental reviews, community 
meetings, and engineering designs 
with the speed of 5 P.M. traffic. 

The plans call for the 
replacement of the elevated portion 
of the highway with an cight to 10 
lane underground expressway 
running from Chinatown past

Tewksbury will now pay $5 more 
per hour to heavy snow removal 
equipment contractors, in hopes of 
attracting more such contractors. 

During heavy snowstorms, such 
as the blizzard in December, heavy 
equipment is hired, Pick-up trucks 
are able to handle lighter snowfalls, 
but heavy storms require heavier 
equipment, like front-end loaders 
and 10-wheel trucks. 

Tewksbury, like most area towns, 
does not have enough of the heavy 
equipment stuff, and they must hire 
contractors for the biggest jobs. 

Selectmen this week voted to up 
the rate paid for heavy front-end 
loaders to $75 per hour, from $70, 
DPW Superintendant Bill Burris 
said. 

George Frotton's company fields 
three heavy front-end loaders for 
clearing school parking lots, Burris 
said, adding that the state pays at 
least $5 more per hour than the new 
town rate. The town's rate increase 
may draw more heavy equipment 
contractors, Burris said. 

Burris said Tewksbury now pays 
$29 per hour to hire 4-wheel-drive 
pickup trucks; $32 an hour for one- 
ton dump trucks; $38 per hour for 
two- to five-ton trucks, and $50:50 
per hour for 10-wheel trucks. 

He added that higher rates for all 
snow equipment contracting will be 
recommended for next year, which 
will keep the town rate competitive.

The present committee has

The Roberts place? 

Yeah, that's the castle up on 
Burlington Avenue in Wilmington. 

That is about the extent of the 
knowledge of the average person 
of the home of Fred Roberts. 

"Oh, yes," some might say. "He 
made chocolates!" 

How many persons know that 
Fred Roberts was Dr. Fred 
Roberts? Fred Roberts, M.D." 

Dr.. and Mrs. Fred Roberts 
moved ‘irito Wilmington about 
1900. They moved, it is believed, 
from Maine; to a home on 
Burlington Avenue. The home was 
probably easterly of the hill one 
gets to, before one turns off at 
Boutwell Street. 

Wilmington records, going back 
to 1901 show that Dr, Fred 
Roberts was the attending physician 
when children Were born, from 
about 1901 to 1905, 

There were three or four homes 
on Burlington Avenue, on the hill 
in which Fred was interested. He 
bought those homes, and 20 or 30 
acres of land to the westward. He 
also bought T0 to 20 agres of land 
on the east side of 
Avenue, 

Fred Roberts wanted some space. 
There was no doubt about it. 

The homes on the hill were 
‘moved to new sites. Two of them, 
today, are on both sides of Roberts 
Road where it joins Burlington 
Avenue, at the end near Chestnut 
Street. 

Dr. Fred Roberts quite probably 
was looking at the idea of making 
chocolates long before he became a 
resident of Wilmington. He and 
Mrs. Roberts moved down from 
‘Maine with this idea in mind. The 
iphocolates were very fine, and 
{were named "Apollo." A lot of

nothing could make them do 
differently than to work in the 
"Irish" manner. 

Fred also hired several farmers 
to get the right stones from the 
stone walls of Wilmington, stones 
which those Irish artisans could 
use. 

Dinny was one of half a dozen 
Irish stone masons in Woburn, 
They had a union, and they all 
worked together. They would 
work, tog#thé“‘l#'Wi}tnington. 

In those days there was a railroad 
connecting Woburn and Wilming- 
ton, called the "Woburn Loop." 
Today the only part of that 
railroad which still exists is the 
track which crosses Eames Street, 


at grade crossing in Wilmington, 

Every morning, for a’ year or so, 
Dinny and his helping masons 
would board the train in Woburn. 
When the train stopped in North 
Woburn, at School Street, half a 
dozen "mason tenders," all from 
“Little Italy" in North Woburn, 
would board the train. 

They all got off at Wilmington 
station. The tenders would: shoul- 
der their mortar hoes, and the Irish 
masons would be carrying trowels 
and mason's levels, as they traipsed 
up Burlington Avenue. Possibly 
there is no one today who can 
remember that event, but it was 
remembered for a long time by 
“Burlington Avenue residents. 

Building that home, on Burling- 
ton Avenue must have taken nearly 
a year. After that there was a 
garage to build, with a tower, and 
about a mile of stone fences, 

Among the farmers who were 
hired by Fred to collect stones was 
Herb Barrows. 

Herb never forgot any details. 
Many times he talked to this writer 
about the things which had 
happened on the Roberts estate — 
how the man who drove the Fred 
Roberts carriage was a paymaster, 
known as “Porky” Meuse of 
Wilmington was put to work 
preparing the flower gardens. 

Mrs. Roberts did not live long 
enough to see the home finished, 

Fred, sometime later married the 
German born girl who had been 
the housekeeper. Alice Albrink was 
a quiet, gentle voiced lady, who 
made a fine helpmate for Fred 
Roberts.

Alice Roberts worked in the 
Methodist Church Sunday School. 
A home was for sale nearby. She 
bought it and moved it close to the 
church, as a home for the minister. 
It stills stands there today. 

Fred had a different type of 
personal service, 

In 1908 the Massachusetts legisla- 
lure passed a law which allowed 
towns which had an electric light 
department to service other towns. 
That item caught the eye of three 
men. 

Fred, Schamiel McIntosh and 
Charles Hudson all wanted electric 
lights. Schamiel and Charles had 
their stores in Wilmington Square. 
Electric lights for them were 
essential. Fred had his new home.

He wanted electricity badly. 

They organized a parade. 

Onc cannot say it was a big 
parade. There were only about 175 
men in town who would attend a 
town meeting. Women, in those 
days did not vote. 

The parade was organized. 
Schamiel, Fred, Charles and about 
100 men. Schamicl had a goat, for 
some reason which slips memory 
today. 

All marched from what is_now 
Wilmington Square to the Town 
Hall, across from the Congregatio- 
nal Church 

Except for Schamiel's goat, 
everyone voted in favor of electric 
lights!

step for Rocco dump

On Tuesday, when the selecunen 
voted to accept a recommendation 
t carry out the survey, dump opp- 
onent Judy Fittery and her mother 
Rose Tracey chastised the town for 
not doing all it could to study and 
correct the Rocco dump situation, 
She said she was told to hold "bake 
sales" to raise funds for consultants 
to study the dump, which she has 
long claimed is leaching hazardous 
chemicals into the land and watcr. 

The dump problem, Fittery said, 
“is like the Loch Ness monster. 
Those who have scen it believe in it, 
and those who haven't don't believe 
in it." Two studics done on the old 
landfill have prdduced widely diff- 
erent results, she said, but both of 
the studies show the presence of 
chemical contaminants. 

“This is not a Judy Fittery issue," 
Fiutery told selectmen. "This is not 
a Bemis Circle issue. This is not a 
South Street issue. This is not a 
South Tewksbury issue. This is a 
town of Tewksbury problem" that 
needs official attention, she said.

Doctors over billing? 

Many physicians are still charging 
Medicare patients far more than the 
law allows for their treatment. 
Maine Sen. Bill Cohen has told 
Congress sometime ago that many 
doctors are continuing the practice 
of over billing their patients, 
ignoring the law completely. Most 
of the doctors breaking the law are 
those whg will not accept the 
approved allowance -for their 
treatment by Medicare. This is what 
the Medicare board of doctors has 
said the treatment should cost, The 
law Congress has passed for a 
doctor who will not accept the 
Medicare assignment or approved 
amount for the treatment and be 
allowed to submit a bill for the 
Medicare beneficiary payment of 80 
percent of his bill. The physician 
can charge only 120 percent of what 
Medicare approved. 


Sen. Cohen's Bill 

Sen. Cohen said the government 
has been lax in enforcing the law. 
He at that time was introducing his 
own bill to make it clear to the 
doctors that beneficiaries will not be 
held liable for overcharges and 
require doctors to refund the 
amount they are overcharging. 

This bill also asked for approved 
screening of doctors claims 
especially for those who refuse to 
accept the Medicare approved rate. 
Those who say they will accept it 
and receive the 80 percent of the 
approved amount and the 20 percent 
remaining of the approved amount 
from the patients supplemental 
insurance company. Then send the 
patient a bill for the amount they did 
not get, but wanted for his/het 
treatment. That is over billing and 
should be reported to the Medicare 
Department of the Social Security in 
Lowell. This is the only way doctors 
can be stopped ignoring the law on 
over charging patients,

Outdoors column 
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Ice anglers are born dancers 


by Bill Conlon 

Ice anglers are born dancers. No 
kidding! 

No, you probably won't see them 
doing the rhumba or mambo. They 
might try, if the fishing is slow, but 
it's rather difficult to pirouette in 
mukluks and 50 pounds of insulated 
clothes. 

Instead, there are other dances on 
the ice that are unique to the sport. 

The Eskimo Shuffle -- all ice 
anglers do this step, sooner or later, 
particularly if their creepers were 
left at home. The Shuffle is done to 
keep from falling down, but it may 
become a new dance craze in down- 
town bistros, 

The Eskimo Shuffle (oh, alright. 
I'll turn politically correct just this 
once and call them Inuits) is a style 
of walking without lifting the feet. 
Slide one foot forward, while the 
other foot is kept planted. Once the 
first foot is solidly down, slide the 
other one forward. See, it's easy. 

The E-Shuffle can be speeded up 
until it looks like modified jogging, 
but only when you're running for a 
flag without much line on the spool. 

Those who don't do the Eskimo 
Shuffle correctly might eventually 
do the Astronomer Slide, when 
both feet are lifted above the head 
and stars are seen in broad daylight. 

The Snow Kick -- when the ice 
has a thick layer of snow, you need 
to clear off a spot to drill your hole. 
The Kick does just that. Holding a 
sharp-edged ice auger in both hands 
slide one foot through the snow to 
clear a spot (keeping the other foot 
planted and both eyes on the sharp 
auger), Then just change feet, with 
the formerly-planted boot doing a 
sweep through the snow. Take a 
few such steps forward and you've 
cleared a big enough spot to drill a 
hole. Done quickly, the Kick looks 
much like an Irish Jig, unless the ice 
auger slips, in which case the dance 
will become the 911 Sprint. 

The Sleddog Trudge -- unless 
you Own a snow machine, you will 
eventually do the Trudge. 

Put the rope from your sled over 
one shoulder, lean forward at an 
unnatural angle, and start walking. 
Don't stop until you get there. You 
may have to’stop every so often and 
do the Eskimo Shuffle,if your bait 
bucket falls over, then resume the 
Trudge. 

The Lucky Hop -- for reasons 
known only to Heaven, ice anglers 
share a common dance step that will 
brings luck on the slowest of days. 
The Lucky Hop is done by hopping 
on one foot in a circle around one 
of your holes, all the while chanting 
something that might sound good to 
the ancient gods of the Indians. This 
dance has been spotted throughout 
North America, but only a handful 
of anglers know the proper chant. 
The rest of us just look stupid. 


The Frozen Stomp -- on those 
outrageously cold and windy days 
(and there s€ems to be one every ice 
fishing season), you'll need to foree 
some blood through your feet. The 
Frozen Stomp does that. With arms 
folded and your back turned to the 
howling wind, lift your right foot, 
then down. Up with your left, then 
dow#i, Now do it faster. Faster than 
than. Are you warm yet? Faster. 

The Edge Creep -- walking on 
the ice is easy enough, but getting 
onto the pond can be scary, as the 
edges are often the weak point. To 
do the Edge Creep, slide one foot 


forward and gently apply your full, 


weight, all while leaning toward the 
safety of shore. Holding a branch is 
acceptable, If nothing bad happens 
and the only cracking noise comes 
from your back and knees, slide up 
your back foot, plant it, then slide 


the first one out again, and again 
press slowly down while leaning 
back. You can stop after about 20 
yards, or if self-esteem is adjustable 
you can keep doing this silly motion 
all the way across the pond. 

The Octopus -- with luck you'll 
never have to do this dance at all. 
The Octopus is done by waving 
both arms across the top of the ice, 
in search of traction. This dance is 
done only after you fall through the 
ice, with only your arms and head 
sticking above, so you resemble an 
Octopus. Avoid this dance. It's very 
dangerous. 

The Winner's Lap -- this very 
favorable dance is done by hustling 
across the ice while carrying a pail 
full of water and one large fish. To

do'this dance successfully, take one 
large fish, put it into a bucket with 
plenty of water, and scurry to the 
weigh-in table as quick as you can. 
The Eskimo Shuffle may be done if 
the ice is slick, otherwise the dance 
is performed by leaning away from 
the bucket and taking very short but 
very quick steps. Interruptions may 
force you to put the bucket down 
from lime to time, to brag.

Is sledding fun? Just read the fun-meter on Diane DeGregorio's face. She was 
at Town Park in Wilmington with her family on Saturday afternoon.

One winter activity that both kids 
and adults can share, which is fun 
for everyone, is sledding. 

Sliding down a snow-covered hill 
is a kid's game. Kids seem to find 
the best places to go sledding, they 
are willing to take bigger risks, and 
they have the stamina to make run 
after run. 

Grownups, on the other hand, are 
conscious of the trees at the bottom 
of the hill, they grumble if they get 
snow in their collars, and they may 
make oné ran, two max, if the hill 
is steep enough for good sledding. 

Still, adults never seem to grow 
out of the thrill of barrelling down 
a steep hill with little control. If 
they only put ski lifts on rural hills, 
grownups would go sledding just as 
often as the kids. 

Unfortunately, we can't name the 
best sledding hills in Tewksbury or 
Wilmington. Some real beauts are 
out there, too, but they're off limits 
due to the threat of lawsuit. If some 
kids gets wrapped around an oak 
tree and injured, the owner of the 
land may end up in court. Ouch, 

So, there is no trespassing on the 
many hills where you might find 
dozens or even hundreds of people 
sledding, except for the Town Park 
hill on Main Street in Wilmington. 
Just drive around the back roads, or 
ask a kid; and you'll find the hills. 

Sledding equipment varies widely 
these days, Plastics technology has 
widened the range of sledding gear 
much beyond the trusty aluminum 
"Flying Saucers" and steel-runner 
sleds of yesteryear.

Veteran sledders still argue over 
which steel-bladed sled was better, 
Flexible Flyer or Speedaway. The 
arguement has raged for decades, 
and loyalists for both sides are still 
arguing. For the record, this author 


have to be just right, 
with frozen snow on a bed of ice, to 
use a sled with steel runners. Best 
results are obtained after running a 
bar of soap along the rails, and only 
if the runners are rust-free. Steel- 
blade sleds can be steered easily. 

Plastic sleds need no maintenance, 
and they work great on any packed 
snow. Just drop them and go. But 
you get little control on most of the 
plastic sleds, so it's "head first" and 
good luck. Plastic sleds with brakes 
on the sides are for chickens, since 
the brakes lead more to wipeouts 
than to safe stops. 

The safest stop off all, no matter 
what kind of sled, is to roll off. The 
snow down the neck is a character- 
building experience, but it’s better 
than smashing into a boulder. 

Gaining in popularity recently is 
the snow tube, which has actually 
been around for ages. Out West, in 
Big Sky country where fluff snow 
is common, they've been "tubing" 
for years. 


For best results, tubes and plastic 
sleds need a packed "run" down the 
hill. Some terrific sledding hills go 
begging because nobody got around 
to starting that first sledding run. 

To form a run, somebody needs 
to crunch their way down the hill, 
preferably someone with a sizeable 
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belt line. Easier still is to put two 
kids in a.sled, then have somebody 
strong drag the sled down the hill. 
That way, the dragger's footprints 
are smoothed over by the weight of 
the sled, leaving a firm path down 
the hill, Each run down the hill 
will pack down more snow, making 
for faster and faster trips. 

Also needed is a path back up to 
the top, but the path should be off to 
one side, The steeper the hill, the 
more likely it is that growups will 
tucker out after one or two runs. 

Years ago, when skiing was first 
introducted, there was a simple lift. 
Somebody would jack up the back 
end of a car, then take off one of the 
tires and replace it with a bare rim. 
A loop of rope was run around the 
rim, then carried up the hill and 
looped through a pulley attached to 
a trce and carried back down again. 
This simple rope lift worked great 
for skiiers. Can anybody think of 
how to adapt that to sledding? 

And a word about safety: When it 
looks like a crash is unavoidable, do 
the smart thing and bail out. Simply 
roll off the sled, Hitting the snow is 
much easier on your skull than hit- 
ting an oak tree or boulder. Also, 
if there's open water ahead, such as 
a running stream like Trull Brook, 
bail out. It's dangerous to get wet in 
sub-freezing weather. No fun at all. 

Sledding remains one of the rare 
activities that both adults and kids 
can ¢njoy together, if the grownups 
let the kids take their turn. For 
some reason, we never grow out of 
the thrill of zooming down a snowy 
hill on a winter's day.

When winter settles in for the long 
haul and chill winds send a shiver 
down my spine, I'm ready with my 
sister Lorraine's beef stew. This 
stew has a flavor all its own and is a 
cinch to make, 

Lorraine's beef stew 

Put small amount of flour, salt, 
pepper in plastic bag. Add 1 1/2-2 
pounds of stew beef and shake till 
coated, 

Brown beef in two tablespoons oil. 
Add one chopped onion and water 
to cover in fairly deep pot. Bring to 
boil. Cover, then simmer for two 
hours, adding water as needed, Add 
vegetables (cut up potatoes, carrots, 
white onions, etc.) and continue 
simmering for about 45 minutes. 
Add one can tomatoes (I use stewed 
tomatoes) and cook a few more 
minutes. 

Thicken stew with a Pimixture of 
two tablespoons cornstarch or flour 
and one tablespoon soy sauce, heat 
until tomatoes are soft, about 10 
minutes. Serve with fresh rye bread 
or rolls.

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It wasn't until Herberich’s 
senior year at Harvard University, 
where he was studying ¢nviron- 
mental enginecring, that he 
became involved in the sport. 

A bobsled coach in Ohio took 
notice of Herberich’s record 
breaking times in the 200 and 
400-meter sprints, which still 
stand today as school records. He 
received a Ietter in the mail asking 
him to tryout and the rest is histo- 
ry.

“Certainly the exhilaration of

Similar to Herberich, a bobsled 
coach contacted Moda, 23, during 
his junior year at Fitchburg State 
College, where he won two All- 
American awards for his second 
place finish in the 200-meter dash 
and for being part of the 4-by400 
telay in the NCAA Division 
Three Championships. 

Moda was one of 400 top ath- 
Ietes across the country invited 
last July to Lake Placid to take 
part in a series of physical fitness 
tests. The field was trimmed to 12 
and he had made it, without ever 
touching a bobsled. From that 
point, he was off to Calgary to uy 
to make a team that would travel 
to Europe 

In Calgary, the veteran 
Herberich liked what he saw in 
Moda-and asked him to join his 
team, which was rounded out by 
two other bobsledders from the 
Midwest. 

Their team finished inside the 


top four and were invited to take 
part in the Europa Cup, where 
they are now battling team¥ across 
that continent, Regardless of their 
performance in Europe, they still 
have an invitation to the Olympic 
Trials in Lake Placid. 

An aspect of the sport that 


intrigues both men is the skill 


level involved in mancuvering the 
sled down the track. At first 
glance, it appears that four guys 
jump into a sled and fly down the 
hill for a joyride. However, tech 
nique is much more important 
then many realize. 

“Its an interesting contra ast,” 
Herberich said, referring to the 
combination of speed and skill 
involved. “Many things can go 
wrong if your not careful.’ 
Neither Herberich or Moda have 
been injured in a crash, but they 
ure aware of the da ts. Moda 
said he was given a reality check 
not long ago when his sled flipped 
over on a run 

It felt like we were in a car 
accident,” Moda said. “I was pret 
ty sore after that. It made me real- 
ize the dangers of the 
it’s a lot more dangerous than | 
thought.”

In fact, Moda said, technical 
superiority may give a team an 
advantage for the Olympic Trials. 
He said it is more likely for a 
whole team to be chosen as 
opposed to individual members of 
various teams being thrown 
together and expected to mesh, 

“T think I've got just as good a 
chance as anybody, but it’s techni- 
cally as a team,” Moda said. “The 
timing has to be instantaneous 
There is no room for error.” 


Moda weighs just 163 lbs., 
which is considered too light to be 
part of a bobsled team. But he has 
effectively used his speed and 
strength to make up the differ- 
ence. However, the weight prob- 
lem still worries him. 

“Unfortunately, that migit be 
one of the reasons I could be kept 
out,” Moda said. “I’ve gained a 
little (up from 155 Ibs.)-but I still 
need to put on more.” He said the 
average is about 190 Ibs.

Should he not make the team, 
Moda said he will move on to a 
new chapter of his life. He has 
plans to use his manufacturing 
engineering degree he received 
when he graduated last May. 

“This is a one shot deal,” Moda 
said, “I really didn’t think about 
the Olympics until I got that 
phone call. Now I’m kind of 
obsessed with it, but if it doesn’t 
work out for me, that’s it.” 

Herberich on the other hand, 
has made no such plans. He wants 
to stay actively involved regard- 
less of whether or not he makes 
the team. He feels he can compete 
on this level for another four 
years, and possibly longer. 

Soon after arriving in Europe, 
Herberich said he will try to pur- 
chase a new sled, to the tune of 
$18,000. He said it will make a 
significant difference from the 
sled he currently rents for himself 
and his teammates. 

Coming up with the money, 
Herberich said is no easy task. He 
said sponsors provide the bare 
necessities and not much else. 

“It’s basically my family and 
1,” Herberich said. “I guess I'll 
keep driving my 10-year old car 
so I can buy the sled.” 

Moda said he is working on a 
portfolio of the team to send to 
“just about everyone I know, basi- 
cally.” During their break from 
the Europa Cup, he has been 
working 60-hour weeks here at 
home to try to save enough to live 
off for the time being. 

“It’s tough because there is so 
much that has to be paid for,” 
Moda said. “The hotel rooms, 
equipment repair, food, it all adds 
up real quick. It’s like eating out 
every night because it's either that 
or you don’t eat at all.” 

A group of young men bab- 
sledding through Europe sounds 
like fun. City to city, meeting new 
people, out all night, party time, 
right? Not quite. 


Their rigorous schedule begins 
each morning, including week- 
ends, at 6 a.m. Four or five runs 
down the track precedes a 2-3 
hour weight lifting session in the 
afternoon. After dinner, it's back 
to either the weight room or laps 
in the pool, if the hotel has one. 

And, according to Moda, their 
locations are not always the most 
scenic, as some would associate 
with Europe. “Some of the towns 
we're in are really the boondocks. 
There is not much sightseeing.” 

From his previous trip to 
Europe, Moda said he learned a
